Submarines Took a Long Time To Become Seaworthy

Way back in annals 323 B.C. when 
Alexander the Great was blue be- 
cause he had no more nations to con- 
quer, having the entire civilized 
world under his thumb, legend has it 
that he created the world’s first sub- 
marine by constructing a waterproof 
glass barrel, climbing inside, and 
having himself lowered beneath the 
waves to see what was going on. 

Scholars debate whether Alexan- 
der really did become submerged in 
his glass barrel, but one thing is cer- 
tain—thg submarine has a history of 
many centuries. If you thought it 
was just another recent gadget, like 
the A-bomb, designed to give Twen- 
tieth Century man a hard time, you 
couldn’t be more wrong. . 

From the dawn of history and be- 
fore, man has had two seemingly 
impossible ambitions—to fly and to 
travel under water. Both were un- 
realized for many centuries and both 
became possible at about the same 
time, It is no coincidence that they 
did so, for both had to wait certain 
basic inventions before an airplane 
or a submarine became possible. 

King James I of England is reput- 
edly one of the earlieft submarine 
fans, for in 1624, when a Dutchman 
named Cornelis van Dribel invented 
a@ successful submarine rowboat (de- 
scribed by contemporary reports as 
an ordinary rowboat decked over 
with stout well-greased leather) the 
king is reliably reported to have 
been a passenger on an underwater 
trip down the river Thames. 

In 1747, an Englishman named Day 
built a boat which could be submerg- 
ed under water down to 30 feet. He 
once remained under water for more 
than 24 hours and came up safely. 
Unfortunately for him, he pressed his 
luck too far trying to repeat the ex- 
periment with a 50-ton sloop in Ply- 
mouth harbor. The contraption sub- 
merged all right, but it failed to 
come up and the luckless inventor 
was drowned. 

One of the first successful sub- 
marines appeared in the American 
Revolution. David Bushnell, a gradu- 
ate of Yale university, designed and 
built a pear-shaped boat named the 
Turtle, This bizarre craft was arm- 
ed with a keg of gunpowder, and 
the operator was supposed to pedal 
his way out to the enemy and leave 
the key, with a time fuse, attached 
to the hull of a British vessel, 

The Turtle submerged and surfac- 
ed with ease, and the pedal-operated 
screw propeller was a great success, 
but Bushnell never worked out a 
method of attaching his keg of gun- 
powder to the copper-sheathed Brit- 
ish hulls and nothing came of the 
experiments. 

The inventor of the steamboat, 
Robert Fulton, worked with subma- 
rines for many years. Napoleon lent 
him 10,000 francs to build a sub for 
use against the British. In 1800 the 
French general turned down a suc- 
cessful submarine built by Fulton 
because it could travel only two 
knots an hour, 

In 1805, the English also rejected 
it because they feared their enemies 
might also adopt the submarine with 
disastrous results to their fleet if 
they adopted it. After the United 
States also turned down the inven- 
tion, Fulton gave up working with

first successful steamboat. 

The first submarine ever to sink a 
ship was built by the Confederate 
navy in the U.S. civil war. The craft, 
a submersible boat named the Hund- 
ley, was built specifically for the pur- 
pose of destroying the Federal war- 
ship blockading the port of Charles- 
ton, S.C, 

The Hundley sank four times, 
drowning a total of 40 men before it 
was finally successful in blowing up 
the Federal corvette Housatonic with 


a spar torpedo. The Hundley thus} 


became the first submarine to sink 
an enemy vessel. 

The U.S. Navy acquired its first 
submarine in 1900 when it accepted 
the invention of John P. Holland, the 
“father” of modern undersea craft. 

Submarines came into their own in 
World War I when Germany came 
perilously close to starving England 
out of the war with a submarine 
blockade. It was Germany’s unre- 
stricted use of submarine warfare 
and the sinking of the Lusitania by 
a U-boat which brought America in- 
to the first global conflict. 

Oddly enough the United States 
submarine fleet did not sink a single 
enemy vessel during World War I. 
Not until December 16, 1942, did the 
first sinking of &n enemy vessel oc- 
cur to the credit of the U.S, sub- 
marine fleet. On that day, the 
U.S.S. Swordfish sent the Japanese 
Atsutusan Maru to the bottom, 

All told, 63 per cent. of all Jap 
shipping sunk in the war was sunk 
by submarines, 

Probably nobody is more aware of 
the role of the submarine in the Pa- 
cific war than U.S. Admiral Nimitz.

Urges Householders To Instruct 
Baby-Sitters In Case Of Fire

Switzer urges householders to make sure that baby-sitters they 


case of a fire. Mr. Switzer said 


that many fires can become fatal when a baby-sitter is unfamiliar 


with exits from the house. 


The fire commissioner noted that 


householders, before they turn over the care of their children to 
a baby-sitter, should brief the baby-sitter before leaving. 


Pointing to last year's statistics, 
Mr, Switzer noted that three children 
were burned to death when they 
were left alone in the house, He also 
stated that three other children were 
; burned to death during Fire Preven- 
tion Week this year while the mother 
was visiting a neighbor, 

In another fire last April, a baby- 
sitter left the premises and a one- 
year-old boy started a blaze by play- 
ing with matches and was burned 
‘to death. 

First of all, it should be impressed 
upon the baby-sitter that the first 
and most important 
case of a serious fire in the ‘home is 
to get the children out of the house. 


In this regard, the baby-sitter 
should be familiar with all exits 
from the house so.that she can get 
the children out of danger by the 
safest and most direct route. Mr. |} 
Switzer reminded that in case of a 
serious fire the baby-sitter should | 


not take time to dress the children, 
but is advised to grab a blanket or 
something to wrap up the child. 


After the baby-sitter has the chil- | 


dren free from danger, the fire com- 
missioner advised that the fire de- 
partment should be called immediate- 
ly from a neighbor's house or street 
fire alarm box, 

The fire commissioner added that 
baby-sitters should also be familiar 
with the operation of the heating 
system in the home, If the house 
is heated by oil, and the baby-sitter 
notices something wrong, she should 
immediately turn down the thermo- 
stat, or, if it is an ordinary floor 
space heater, the switch
